NANKING PUZZLED OVER HIS

THE WAR ON “REDS.” . 


Nanking, Dee. 6. 

Prior to his departure from 
Nanking last evening, Gencral 
Chang Hsuch-liang received a 
telegram from Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang, former leader of the 
Northern rebels, suggesting a 
meeting with the Manchurian 
ruler at Tin Lung Shan, some 
fifty miles from the Yenchow 
railway station along the Tien- 
tsin-Pukow Railway, 

The telegram has caused eon- 
siderable surprise In Nanking, and 
political vireles are puzzled how 
Marsha! Feng haw been able to 
reich this point in Shantung Pro- 
vince which ia under the Nation- 
alist Influence.
